The state railroad commission to 


day announced decision in preliminary 
requests in two Bismarck utility cases 
—the Bismarck Gas company and the 
Bismarck Crater Supply company. 


In both cases the railroad commis- 


sion announced denial of emergency 
rates asked, and decided that perma- 
ment rates would be fixed after inves- 
tigation, the commission not making 
final decision at this time. 


The Bismarck Gas company case 


came before the commission because 
of tho- automatic discontinuance ot the 
25 per cent surcharge on May V. The 
Petitioner suggested a new schedule 
of rates, representing a decrease from 
the rate charged before May 1 of 
about 15 pet. according to the com- 
pany statement. The railroad commis- 
sion held that the rates which existed 
before the surcharge would continue 
until permanent rates are fixed after 
valuation. This represents a decrease 
of 2i5 per cent.

When a boy driving a heavy,

IMPORTANCE OF 
IRRIGATION 


IS RECOGNIZED 


Damage Being Done by Floods 


Of Lower Mississippi River 


Largely Responsible 


Because of the present damage be- 


ing accomplished by the floods of the 
lower Mississippi river, the impor- 
tance of the coming North Dakota 
Irrigation conference, which in reality 
is an attempt to impound much of the 
water of the early spring freshets for 
use in agricultural pursuits, is being 
recognized in ail parts of the country 
where the problems of the flood waters 
reach. 


Some idea of the damage accomplish, 


ed and of the vast amount of water 
that has swept down the Father of 
Waters can be reached when it is con- 
sidered that the Mississippi reached 
bank full on March 27 and that on May 
24, a month and twenty-six days later, 
an area almost the equal of the state 
of North Dakota was under water in 
the territory above New Orleans. 


The flood has demonstrated that the 


building of levees cannot restrain sus- 
tained floods'. 


The building of levees has been in 
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-tf$8r<388 dace 1832, according to Cbl. 
Charles U Potter, at present in charge 
of the army work. The first beginning 
of levees, however, was made by the 
French who built up earth banks along 
the Mississippi to protect New Or- 
leans as early as iTlff. These extend- 
ed fifteen or twenty miles up the 
stream. 


Col. Potter predicted at the begin- 


ning of the present flood that the 
levees would stand, especially those 
Ptt.the lower .stretches of the river, U>»_ 
place where the break* have been the 
most numerous. 


CoL Potter at that time took th* 


position, however, that the work would 
never end, that the work of fighting 
the floods of the river would go on 
forever. The windings1 of the stream 
were cited bjr the colonel as the 
reason why a system of dykes coulU 
not be made permanent. 


With the Missouri at flood stage at 


the present time, and with the usual 
June raises still in prospect, the Irri- 
gation Congress may have a good ob- 
ject lesson of the vast amount of 
water, later needed In the fields of the 
western pan of the state that is con- 
stantly rushing onward to add itself to 
the destructive powers of the lower 
Mississippi.

Sweden Is Also Severely Handi- 


capped Because of Her 


High Exchange Rate 


Stockholm, May 26—Sweden's com. 


plete future recovery from a series of 
painful operations for post-war ills is 
forecast in the official economic re- 
port of the Swedish 'Foreign 'Office 
Commerce Department just made pub- 
lic. Its principal note of optimism is 
the Swedish exchange. After a year 
and a half of deflation and Interna- 
tional liquidation still under way, the 
Swedish krona is virtually at par. 


The government experts find that 


the greatest obstacles to economic re- 
covery lie in the competition of coun- 
tries with depreciated currency and in 
the tact that wages have not yet been 
sufficiently reduced. Countries with 
low exchange can dump goods in 
Sweden at prices against which Swed- 
ish manufacturers cannot compete. 
Likewise/ In the foreign markets, 
Sweden is severely handicapped be- 
cause of her high exchange rate. 


The report states that there is a 


strong tendency toward revival in 
many lines of industry but that the 
natural process of building up is de- 
layed by unsettled conditons in cen- 
tral and eastern Europe, the monetary 
troubles and the uncompleted process 
of wage adjustment. 


The foreign office finds that durl-

ELECTRIFIED 
MODEL FARM IS 
NOW ASKED FOR 


Swedish Government May Es- 


, tablish Such a Farm Near 


Stockholm 


Stockholm, May 26.—The Swedish 


government has been wqaested to es- 
tablish a model electrified farm to be 
Ucftted. if possible, neat Stockholm. 
In viw of the fact that more than 
one-third of agricultural Sweden is 
now electrified, it is proposed that 
the model farm be as nearly 100 per- 
cent electrically operated as possible 
so that Swedish farmers, who are 
now in * position to change horse 
for electric power, may be enabled to 
view demonstrations of how "white 
coaT can be utilized in the country. 
The request for the electrified mod- 


el farm" comes from the National As- 
sociation for Electrification of Rural 
Sweden. In its communication to the 
government this body points out the 
necessity for training Swedish farm- 
en in making use of electrical power. 
It proposes that farm electrification 
be malte a special subject of study 
at the agricultural schools and col- 
leges of the country. 
It is proposed that the model farm 


be fully equipped with all the latest 
eteotric agricultural devices, so that 
the'farmew may «i» electrically op- 
erated plows, harrows, seeders, har- 
vesters and threshing machines. Mo- 
tor* of different sizes will drive the 
offlk separators and the churn. The 
new electric device which passes an 
ebjetric current through an ensilage 
of-cattle fodder to increase its nutri- 
tive value is to be shown. 
There is very little "heavy labor 01 
Swedish farms, heretofore performed 
b £• man or beast, which machines op- 
erated by electric current cannot do 
and more than a third of the Swedish 
farmers can operate their farms by 
electricity if they understand 
the 
elementary principles of electric* 
science. Naturally, the agricultural

A little pure castile soap may be 


used, but when anly sort of sftap is 
applied to a baby it should be tftor- 
oughly rinsed off to avoid danger ot 
irritating the tender need. 


Other baths, useful in summer, are 


bran, starch and soda. To make a 
bran bath, fill a small cheesecloth bag 
with clean bran and soak and squeeze 
in the bath until the water is milky. 


Let the baby stay in the bath a few 


minutes, and the skin will be slightlp 
coated with a thin paste which is 
soothing in case of prickly heat. A 
starch bath is made by adding a cup 
of cold cooked laundry starch to a gal- 
lon of water. The use and effect are 
similar to the bran bath. 


For a soda bath, dissolve two table, 


spoons of cooking soda in a gallon of 
water. This, too, is soothing in a heat 
rash. 


A sponge bath, meaning one in 


which the baby is waslied off while ly- 
ing one the mother's lay and not put 
into the tub, is better than no bath, 
but it is far better to use a tub. 


Any sor of clean pan will answer for 


'a baby's bathtub, and in hot weathet 
frequent dips will afford him no end 
-f relief and comfort.

Ranks at One of the World's Greatest, 


Though It Was Long Compara- 


tively Unknown. 


Tlhe Yukon Is one of the great (Ivera 


of the world. It Is more than 2,300 
miles long and Is both the longest and 
the largest river flowing into Pacific 
waters in the western hemisphere, sur- 
passing by a considerable margin Its 
nearest competitors, the Columbia and 
the Colorado. 
Among all the rivers 


of North America the Yukon is sur- 
passed in length only by the Missis- 
sippi system and the Mackenzie. 
It 


Is longer than the St. Lawrence, us 
well as all the other rivers except the 
Mississippi system which flows into 
the Gulf of Mexico or the Atlantic. 


The existence of such a large river 


as the Yukon In the Far North was 
long unsuspected. 
A Russian lieu- 


tenant, Zugoskin, entered its mouth 
by boat in 1842 and traversed it for 
several hundred miles. The Hudson's 
Bay company had discovered its head- 
waters in Canada; but the two bits 
of Information were not pieced to- 
gether. 
The existence of the river 


as a stream of great magnitude and 
length ilrst became really known 
through the daring nnd romantic'proj- 
ect of installing land telegraph wires 
between America and Europp across 
Alaska, Behrlng strait nnd the wastes 
of Siberia. 
Robert Kennicott, in con- 


nection with this enterprise biassed 
the Yukon trail by descending the 
river 
In 1803. 
The 
first 
trading 


steamer ascended the stream in 1869, 
The Yukon really came Into its own 
with the discovery of gold In the 
Klondike In 1896—Bulletin of Na- 
tional Geographical Society.
